The Library Service* Act ''(Public Law 597, 84th Cong.) will 
acoompUah much to correct this serioua deficiency in our Nation’s, 
educational facilities'. This act represents a great step forward

Sinee'9© pereenj-of our citizens without public library' services 
liye is small town if, village*, and open country, the Library Services 
Act i* designed to stimulate the extension and development of 
library services to rural area*. In order to qualify for a Federal 
grant under the act, the State library administrative agency in 
Tach State formulates and submit* a jdin to the L’. S. Commie- 
skmer of Education. The State plans and programs are those 
which will, in the judgment of each State library agenfy insure 
the use of the funds to maximum advantage in proriding better 
library services few more rural people.

J he outlines of the State plans which follow, cover the sections of the 
plans that pertain to the General Aims tmd Polities and Mmhada of Ad- 
ministration of the overall plan and the Programs for fiscal 1957 for the 35 
State® and 1 Territory. In the preparation of the outlines, the content, 
format, ana wording oi the plans as submitted were followed n docelv as 
possible. 

To be certain that the plans and the programs for fiscal 1957 were inter- 
preted correctly, the outlines were rent to the State agendo* for review 
and revision. ^ 

The library Services Act autboruea $7,500,000 annually for S-iuc ce» 
rive years. The appropriation for the fiscal year July 1, 1956, to June 30, 
i9oi, was *k,050,U0u, providing tee b«K $40,UQO grant to each of the 
States, Alaska, hawni, and Puerto Rico, and tlO-ODO for tlw Virgin 
Islands. \ ' 

By June 30, 1957, 35 States and Hawaii had submitted plaw* which were 
appro , ed by tue lj. o. ooKi in iMioner of LducttiODi and Federal grants 
mmu uccn paiu totaling *i,44u,000 for the eaten rion and nipnrrauat oi 
public library services to rural areas. (See Appendix A for 1957 program 
budgets.) Funds which are not paid to a State in one year are still avail- 
able to that State for one succeeding year; 12 States and Territories, 
which had not submitted State plans in fiscal 1957, began parted nation 
after July 1, 1957. 

In any study of the program* for fiscal 1957, the time element should 
be kept m mind. Most oi the programs were in operation for only th* !*■ » 
6 months of the fiscal year. The agent-ire revealed sound admtnbteatire 
abflity in rapidly organizing and placing projects in operation foe which 
the fund* could be wisely expended. Moat projects involved the purchase 
of new equipment and books and the addition of staff in iweparetfon for 
more extenute projects to .come. 

It is too early to f or e se e the complete results of the State H«aa How- 
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ever, there are already man y acxvwapHshnicmts which indicate that the 
orospeete arc h eigh t. The new energy created by this cooperative State- 
loeal-Federal program has increased State and local leadership for rural 
library development. The program is broadening the except of library 
aerrtee and » encouraging sound experimentation and demonstration. 

To insure the wide dUa r min atkw of the results of the program, the act 
pro rides that the U. S. Commi*»aiiec of Education be authorned to make 
-'sach studies. investigations. and reports aa may be neecaa*? « appro-

A heartening sign in public library develop- 
rnent all over the Nation was the way in which many people, representing 
a wide variety of interest* and afi levels of Government, met m groups, 
planned, and worked for better library service.
